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Selectmen’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Rutland : 

All good citizens should once a year know in detail the 
workings of the business of the town that they may detect 
nny official crookedness or incompeteucy, and with this 
end in view the annual town report system was adopted, 
and ours is hereby presented. 

HIGHWAYS AHD BBIDGES. 

Our highways and bridges will always be an important 
factor of our town expenses. During the year eleven high- 
ways have been laid, extended or enlarged, as follows : 
Pine Street extension at Sutherland Falls, from south end 
of Pine street, south and east to old highway west of the 
Creek bridge. Contract for building the road with guard 
fences to satisfaction of the selectmen, including a substan- 
tial and painted bridge over the railroad, with stone abut- 
ments, let to the Vermont Marble Co. for $1,000. No 
writings, but this company has always completed its jobs 
for the town satisfactorily, to say the least. Bridge done 
and contract partly finished. Land damage ($25.00) paid. 

Vermont street, in north part of village, from Main 
street, westerly to east end of Garden, about one- third of a 
mile in length. No land damage. Not worked. 

Lincoln Avenue, in north part of the village, extended 
northerly about one-fourth of a mile to Vermont street. 
No land damage. Not worked. 

Evelyn street is removing southerly a portion of its south- 
east boundary. Gov. Page for the railroad company per- 
mits same without damage. The town to remove the fence 
on north end of park in good, condition. Very little land 
taken for a considerable improvement. 
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Cheney school house road, three miles north of the vil- 
lage, south-westerly from near the school house to the oH 
cross-road, 1,380 feet. No land damage. Partly worked 
and subscriptions for work to nearly complete it. When 
opened for travel the old road from the new road’s western 
terminus to Main street can be discontinued. 

Eutland water works pent road, near the head of Kut- 
land water works, about thirty-five rods, requires no work- 
ing by the town. Land damage, $20, paid. 

Baxter street extension, village and north, extended 
northerly to Oak street. Not worked. Land damage, 
$10, not paid. 

Cain street, north of village, from west end of Perkins 
Avenue, westerly to East Creek. No land damage. To 
he worked when the public good requires it. 

Oak street, north of Cain street, and nearly parallel with 
it from Grove street to Baxter street, 1 ,094 feet. No land 
damage. To be worked when the public good requires it. 

State street was laid more than a year ago and is partly 
■worked. The abutments were necessarily large and 
expensive, requiring over 1,000 yards of stone. The iron 
bridge, with broad roadway and two sidewalks is com- 
pleted, excepting the last coat of paint to be done by the 
contractor in the spring. This bridge is pronounced by 
experts very strong and substantial. It was built byM. A.. 
Nash of Fort Edward, N. Y. 

The contract to fill east of the bridge, with bank walls, 
etc., is contracted to W. M. Walcott, who also had the 
contract to build the abutments. The dirt for the fill is to 
be taken from the sides of the old cut on the new road 
where the selectmen direct, and will nearly complete tho 
road. The cost of this highway is of necessity large, but 
the exigency of the times demanded it. The reported 
costs, however, are too large according to our estimates as 
follows : 

Land damages awarded, $1,550 ; paid. 

Land damages awarded, $400 ; not paid. 
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Building east part to a point east of bridge, $450 ; paid. 

Fill west of bridge, $50 ; paid. 

Fill east of bridge with bank walls, estimated, $1,800.00. 

Cost finishing west of bridge, estimated, $150.00. 

Cost of abutments, $3,400.00. 

Cost of bridge, $2,000. 

Total cost of bridge and road, part estimated, $9,800.00. 

Moon brook, Forest street bridge has been rebuilt and 
pjainted ; cost about $17. 

Two bridges in the northeast part of the town, near 
together and called the East Twins, one of 40 and one 30 
foot span in the clear, have been built with painted cov- 
ered sides ; cost about $350. These bridges with small 
repairs will last for years unless the abutments are washed 
away by some of East Creek’s angry floods. It would 
perhaps be wise in the course of three or four years to 
replace these abutments with better ones of suitable stone. 
One end of a bridge at a time can be easily jacked up for 
that purpose. The approach to these bridges on the south 
has been much improved. Land damage, $5 ; paid. 

Gorham bridge, over Ira Creek, has been built under 
direction of Mr. Newton, surveyor. Sides covered and 
painted. 

The road east of Dorr bridge, in the village, has been 
graded up and much improved, and a nuigance abated by 
the town, village and land owner, Evelyn Pierpoint. Cost 
to the town, $175 ; paid. 

East street extension from Green street to Jackson Ave- 
nue, say forty rods. Land damages, $250.00, not paid. 
Not worked. 

We have had to pay a larger price for lumber this year 
than usual. Total cost of lumber, nails and tile, about 
$1,000. All paid unless some small bills recently made. 

At our last annual meeting it was voted that the highway 
tax of the town should be paid in money, twenty cents on 
the dollar, instead of twenty-five in labor. It was then 
expected the village and the rest of the town would allow 
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a part of this money to pay town expenses and indebted- 
ness in some way not inconsistant with the law, the village 
and the rest of the town devoting alike, according to their 
respective grand lists; but as the village had uses for all of 
its highway money none has been used by the town 
except for highway purposes on old roads. 

In the rural districts many improvements have been 
made. The grading up of the road bed at North mills, 
east of the creek, under direction of B. F. Dunklee; Wood- 
stock Avenue, improved and hill cut down, under direction 
of F. S. Hale; road widened south of depot, West Rutland, 
under direction of selectmen Mead and Woodward. The 
selectmen drew orders on the highway fund to the several 
surveyors last season, and some orders to individuals for 
special work, and have now drawn orders to the several 
surveyors or their successors, and to parties for special 
work on special highways. The orders last drawn are 
placed in the hands of a supposed responsible person to 
hand over to the payees after new surveyors are appointed. 
All surveyors or special road masters must show itemized 
bills for work done, showing date of each day’s work, price, 
&c. The orders drawn for the rural districts will exhaust 
the highway fund save $378.00 and the four per cent 
for collecting. All highway tax paid into the treasury, 
outside of the village belongs to the rural districts for 
repairs of roads, and the town can use it in no other man- 
ner. 

Would it not be better for the town to pay the highway 
tax as last year, let the village use its own on its highways 
and the rural districts use the rest ? The village collects 
its own highway tax, so it does not mix with that of the 
rest of the town. The surveyors can do better to hire men 
and teams as wanted for ready money, giving preference to 
tax payers in their own districts when consistent, than under 
the old system. Formerly large sums were paid surveyors 
by tax payers in money, and what became of this money ? 
Did it improve the roads ? Was a detailed account of 
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its expenditure ever given the selectmen in settlement with 
surveyors ? 

One-third of the highway tax belonging to the rural dis- 
tricts is yet unexpended, (having been kept to await action 
of the village with an equal amount of their highway 
fund). This unexpended money, together with the large 
tax the coming season, if faithfully worked will make the 
highways in rural Rutland far superior’ to any we have ever 
had. 

The covered bridge at North Mills is in course of being 
shingled. East creek bridge, West street, requires constant 
care. It is a part of a great thoroughfare and perhaps 
hears more freight in the same time than any other bridge 
in the State. 

HIGHWAY DAMAGES. 

All cases for highway damages, except the Mullin cases 
now in court, and one or two other exceptions where the 
selectmen have not felt justified in paying compromise 
money, have been withdrawn or settled. 

The Bateman case was settled for $360, including costs. 
The new law of 1880 had become a necessity but may act 
injuriously to a worthy profession. 

COUNTY TAX. 

A tax of one per cent, amounting to $352.53, was paid 
last year by order on our town treasury, thus saving the 
labor of a separate collection. The county tax this year 
is much larger and we recommend it be paid in the same 
way. 

CEMETERIES. 

The old cemetery in West Rutland has been enclosed on 
the two road sides by a good, substantial and painted fence; 
cost, $160. 

Pleasant Yale cemetery, in the north part of Rutland, 
new fence with hitching posts (hitching posts should be at 
or near every cemetery gate) ; front fence painted. 

Old Main street cemetery seems to have imbibed the 
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principles of the fathers sleeping in its bosom, inasmuch as 
it clamors but little for expensive surroundings and adorn- 
ments. This old grave yard has been much improved at 
little expense to the town by Andrew Davis. The front 
fence should before long give place to one more in keeping 
with the times. 

Center Rutland old cemetery shows that the selectmen 
have been remiss in some of their duties, and we commend 
it to the care of our successors. 

TOWN LIQUOK AGENT. 

The report of our town liquor agent is, as it always has 
been since the present incumbent has managed it, satisfac- 
tory. You will see by the report, the agent promptly 
pays into the treasury every accumulation not absolutely 
required in the business. The margin for profits is as 
small as healthy and prudent management justifies. This 
year the net income is larger than usual, owing to larger 
enforced donations, the result probably of the improved 
prosperity of the times. His report is verified by detailed 
accounts on the books in the agency. 

TOWN HALL. 

The hall was in charge of Samuel Hayward from the 
time of our' last report (fore part of Feb. last) to May. 
Met income to that time, $160. Since May last to present 
time in care of Selectman Everts. Met income paid into 
treasury by him, $90.78. The completion of the opera 
house necessarily had a telling effect on the net income of 
th.e hall. 

The external woodwork- of the building, with the tin roof 
and window sash, was painted with two coats of paint, the 
hall and offices kalsomined and varnished, and necessary 
painting done by Louis Martell for $350, he furnishing his 
own material. The marble walk north and west of the 
hall has been relaid and graded, at a cost to town of 
$70.63. The village furnished the necessary sand for 
grading the walk.

STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 

Eight pupils are in part supported in this school by 
Rutland. This is a good institution for the detention and 
reformation of wicked youths that have arrived at the age 
of discretion, yet our courts should be wary in sentencing 
infants under ten years of age (perhaps poor and orphaned) 
to a fine and imprisonment in this school until paid. If 
such infants are really so precocious and bad let them be 
confined in the county jail, rather than encumber the 
reform school with this outside business never intended for 
it. 


DOG LICENSE. 

Three hundred and forty-three licenses issued, amounting 
to $348 ; town clerk’s fees, $41.50 ; paid for damage done 
by dogs, $135.50; expense adjusting, $16.00 ; leaving net 
income for town, $155.00. 

The new law for listing went into practice last season. 
As there were no questions in the blanks concerning dogs 
our listers unintentionally practically ignored that part of 
their duty relating to dogs. The next legislature will prob- 
ably have a question in the blanks for the owners or 
harborers of these interesting quadrupeds. 

JAIL BILLS. 

By law the towns where county jails are located are 
obliged to pay jailers the board of prisoners committed on 
civil process, and then look up the legal settlement of the 
prisoner — if he have a legal settlement within the state. 
The town where his legal settlement is is responsible ; if 
not the state will pay. Either way the town must first pay 
and then take the burden of collection. 

It is gross injustice to require county towns to pay these 
hills and have a pauper lawsuit to determine the legal 
settlement of persons when the question of settlement 
involves the amount of eighty-four cents and upward. 
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Some legislation would seem to be required to remedy this, 
evil. 

Rutland paid this year $136.08 on such bills, which must 
either be collected from the towns where the legal settle- 
ment of the defendant is, or the town must apply to the 
state auditor for remuneration and satisfy him that the 
person committed has no legal settlement in the state. 

auditors. * 

It is important that good town auditors be appointed, . 
and have reasonable pay. If they do their duty faithfully 
it will require considerable time. 

TOWN BONDS. 

Last June the town issued $40,000 in new bonds, to 
retire that amount of old bonds due and bearing 6 per 
cent interest. New bonds payable after fire years and 
within twenty years at 4-J- per cent interest, a saving of 
$600 a year. We had to go outside the state to sell these 
bonds. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

It is generally advisable to change town officers often, as 
we have many citizens of requisite business talent and 
patriotism to discharge the duties with credit to themselves 
and for the best interest of the town, and it would seem a . 
pity to let those good qualities run to waste for want of ' 
proper ground to exercise them, but we would except from ■ 
this rule town treasurer, liquor agent and town clerk.. 
The two former officers should be continued at reasonable 
salaries when the right men are found, and we think that 
Rutland has found them. 

Buildings and fences within the bounds of Terrill street 
were declared nuisances by the selectmen years ago, and 
their removal ordered, but not yet enforced as it seems 
particularly hard on some of the owners. The case is now 
in the connty court. 

A nuisance has been complained of in West Rutland 
near the Barnes spring, where walls have been moved into . 
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the highway on one side and large stones dumped on the 
other side, making the road bed narrow and dangerous, and 
the selectmen have come to the conclusion the town must 
throw stones, if tufts of grass will not suffice. 

The selectmen have endeavored to keep on file specified 
accounts showing for what purpose every dollar by them 
used in the year has been expended, and this should be the 
case with every officer that disburses money from the town 
treasury.

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OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


' To the Citizens of Rutland : 

The expenditures for the poor for the last year have been 
-♦696. 73 less than for the year before. The total amount of 
-orders drawn on the treasurer for the year is $3,011.42. I 
have received cash for cattle sold $222, and have depos- 
ited the money with the treasurer. I have bought for the 
use on the town farm one horse, one two-horse wagon, one 
sleigh, one set double harness, one robe, one plow and some 
household furniture, expending therefor the sum of $300, 
making the sum of $522 to be deducted from the amount 
of orders drawn, which leaves the sum of $7,489.42 
expended for the poor. 

I have sold to Mr. Newton cow hides and calf skins for 
$9.93 ; 3 pigs to Wm. Kelley for $6.00 ; 1 tub of lard to 
Wm. Woodward for $8.00, all paid for in labor and goods. 
Also pasturing to Grove L. Smith paid for in yearlings 
delivered to town farm. 

The personal property now at the farm is appraised at 
$601.38 more than last year. 

The following is a list of the amount of the orders 
drawn by overseers of the poor with the amount of the 
inventory of personal property on the farm from the year 
1876 to 1882 inclusive :

Which shows that with our constantly increasing popula- 
tion a less expenditure of money has been made for the 
poor the past year than previously. Mr. Wm. Kelley and 
wife have had charge of the farm and have cared for the- 
inmates to my entire satisfaction. 

The inmates have worked cheerfully and all the labor of 
the farm has been performed without outside help. 

There were 33 inmates at the poor farm one year ago ; 9 : 
have been admitted, 2 have died and 6 have gone away, 
leaving the present number 34. 

The salary of Mr. Kelley, superintendent, has been paid 
to the 1st of April, 1882, and all other bills to the 1st of' 
March, except an amount not exceeding $25. 

I have personally investigated every case where applica- 
tion has been made for assistance outside of the poor farm, 
and assisted only those that in my judgment were in a 
destitute condition.

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TOWN AGENT’S REPORT. 


There were pending at the last report six ' cases against 
the town for highway damages, and five road petitions. 
One suit lias been commenced for highway damages, for an 
accident and injury to the person and property of Mrs. 
Tower on West street by a cart standing near the road. One 
suit, Bateman vs. Rutland, for accident on bridge near the 
Barnes House, West Rutland, has been settled by Select- 
men. It was a clear case of liability, and the case was re- 
garded as favorable to the town. The suit White vs.VRut- 
land was withdrawn. One case, Mullin vs. Rutland, was 
tried at March, 1881, and the jury disagreed. The suits 
growing out of the dry bridge accident at West Rutland 
and Mrs. Tower’s suit,, stand for trial at the next term of 
court ; five suits in all. 

All the petitions for roads, with one exception, will be 
discontinued at the next term. The one not certain to be 
disposed of without a hearing before commissioners is the 
petition of Roberte and others vs. Rutland for the exten- 
sion of Washington street easterly. In all other cases of 
this character the roads are laid by the selectmen. 

There is an indictment pending and for trial against the 
town for an infringement upon the highway on Terrill 
street. It is expected that nearly all the cases for highway 
damages may be disposed of also at the next term.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the people of Rutland : 

In making my report of the schools I have to say that 
during the school year which is about closing, the schools 
have fully maintained their ground as compared with last 
year. 

A few have done remarkably well, as was the case last 
year, and it is to be regretted that the others have not kept 
pace with them. But there is no occasion for surprise or 
disappointment in this respect. 

The same obstacles that I pointed out in my last report 
have continued to confront us this } r ear. 

I think, however, that as a whole, some improvement in 
teachers has been discernible this year, which is encour- 
aging. Some of them seem to have taken a hint from what 
has been said of late relative to qualification. 

The most serious obstacle, as usual, has been irregularity 
of attendance. Few of our people seem to realize the great 
amount of lost time in consequence of non-attendance. 
The average time of attendance has been but a trifle over 
sixty per cent of the actual time' which the schools have 
been in session, or, in other words, only a little over sixty 
per cent of the pupils enrolled have attended school. Full 
attendance cannot be expected, but nothing short of negli- 
gence on the part of parents and guardians can account for 
a loss of forty per cent. 

Many districts complain because their share of the public 
money is less than they expected. It is scarcely necessary 
to remark that the amount of a portion of the public money 
depends on the aggregate number of days attendance. To 
those, therefore, who have no further or higher concern 
for the schools than that involved in their share of the 
public money, I would say, that an increased attendance 
(sending your children to school every day) gives a larger 
dividend. 
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In my visits to the schools I frequently find in a school 
of twenty to thirty pupils enrolled, only ten, twelve or 
fifteen in attendance- District Ho. 2, with an enrollment 
of twenty-eight, had, at the time of oDe visit, thirteen ; 
another time sixteen, and another time eleven. This dis- 
trict is as favorably situated for regularity of attendance as 
any in town, and it is for that reason I mention it as an 
illustration. 

In a few districts the efficiency of the schools is impaired 
by the want of harmony as regards the management of the 
affairs of the districts, and the efforts which should be put 
forth for the benefit of the schools are wasted in determining 
who shall manage (or mismanage) them. 

The office of prudential committee seems to be eagerly 
sought for, and yet in the two hundred and forty-two visits 
I have made during the year I have not, in a single instance, 
been surprised by meeting a prudential committee in 
school. 

It is not a pleasant task to find fault, and I do it reluc- 
tantly, but I say, understandingly, that until public senti- 
ment shall have undergone a great change and taken an 
active form with regard to our schools, no efforts of super- 
intendents can make them what they might very easily be 
made. There is a vast amount of cheap talk and not a 
little cant about public interest in general education, hut 
this interest very rarely reaches the point of making a 
sacrifice in behalf of common schools. 

The school registers not having yet been returned to me, 
I am unable to give the school statistics for the past year. 
They will be given in my report of the graded school.
